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Intaglio  “Spider”  Hand  Press 

Used  in  the  original  printing  of  U.S.  Currency/1862 


The  intaglio  Hand  Press  consists  essentially  of  a moveable  plank  (or  bed)  between  two 
steel  drums.  An  engraved  plate  is  placed  on  the  bed  and  inked  with  a hand  roller.  The 
surface  is  carefully  wiped  off  leaving  ink  in  the  engraved  lines.  A paper  is  placed  on  the 
plate  and  impressed  with  the  engraved  design  by  being  drawn  between  the  drums. 

This  explanation  In  no  way  conveys  the  extreme  physical  effort  and  skill  needed  to 
operate  a hand  press.  The  printer  learned  from  experience  how  much  ink  to  place  on  the 
plate,  how  much  ink  to  rub  off  of  the  plate,  and  how  much  pressure  to  exert  on  the  plate 
using  the  long  radial  handles  called  a "Spider.” 

The  engraved  plate  was  heated  on  a small  stove  and  the  printer  vigorously  rolled  the  ink 
onto  the  plate  with  a leather  or  rubber  roller.  The  heat  and  rolling  action  caused  the  ink 
to  p>enetrate  the  lines  of  the  engraving.  Next  the  surplus  ink  lying  on  the  surface  of  the 
plate  was  removed  by  a brisk  rubbing  with  a piece  of  starched  muslin.  In  order  to  clean 
the  plate  perfectly,  the  printer  then  polished  it  with  the  palms  of  his  hands.  This 
polishing  required  skill  and  judgment,  for  every  trace  of  ink  to  be  removed  from  the 
surface  of  the  plate  without  disturbing  the  ink  that  lay  in  the  engraved  lines.  The  printer 
then  transferred  the  plate  to  the  bed  of  the  press,  and  his  assistant  laid  a dampened 
sheet  of  paper  on  the  plate.  Grasping  the  spokes  of  the  "Spider”  in  a hand  over  hand 
action,  the  printer  forced  the  bed  and  the  plate  between  the  rollers.  His  assistant 
removed  the  sheet  and  set  it  aside. 

In  the  year  1876,  James  Milligan  was  granted  U.S.  Patent  180.490  for  an  "improvement 
in  plate  printing  presses.”  Milligan’s  press  incorporated  the  basic  principles  of  the  hand 
press  but  used  steam  for  power  and  for  continuous  movement  of  the  plates.  His 
invention  revolutionized  the  engraved  printing  industry. 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  continues  to  use  the  “Spider”  press  to  pull 
specimens  for  proofing  purposes  and  at  certain  exhibitions  held  throughout  the  United 
States  to  demonstrate  the  art  and  craft  of  intaglio  printing.

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Fleisher  Art  Memorial  Announces  Recipient 
of  First  Gasparro  Memorial  Fellowship 


On  June  30,  2003,  with  the  begin- 
ning of  the  2003-2004  program 
year,  Fleisher  Art  Memorial 
announces  the  inauguration  of  a 
special  fellowship  for  sculpture 
students  that  honors  the  memory  of 
one  of  its  most  revered  and  beloved 
teachers,  Frank  Gasparro  (1901- 
2001). 

Gasparro  and  Fleisher 
Gasparro’s  affiliation  with  the 
Fleisher  Art  Memorial  began  during 
his  early  teens  when  the  school  was 
still  known  as  the  Graphic  Sketch 
Club.  At  the  encouragement  of  Sam- 
uel Fleisher  himself,  Gasparro 
continued  his  education  at  the  Penn- 
sylvania Academy  of  Fine  Arts.  The 
opportunities  afforded  him  through 
his  experience  at  Fleisher,  along 
with  his  own  extraordinary  tenacity, 
discipline  and  talent,  put  him  on  a 
path  that  landed  him  at  the  top  of 
his  profession. 

Chief  Engraver 

Gasparro  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Lyndon  Johnson  as  tenth  Chief 
Engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint, 
and  served  in  that  role  from  1965- 
1981.  Throughout  those  years,  and 
for  many  before  and  since,  Gasparro 
taught  at  Fleisher,  mentoring  thou- 
sands of  adults  and  children.  Frank 
Gasparro  offered  his  students,  who 
were  of  all  ages  and  backgrounds,  a 


generous  sharing  of  his  technical 
knowledge,  but  more  importantly, 
as  Fleisher’s  Director  Thora  Jacobson 
said,  “Frank  encouraged  and  cajoled 
his  students  to  breathe  life  into 
their  work,  and  to  stick  with  it.  His 
work  ethic  was  legendary,  and  he 
firmly  believed  that,  if  students 
persisted  - learning  from  the  mas- 
ters, putting  up  figure  after  figure 
or  carving  stone  after  stone,  while 
developing  a personal  vision  - they 
could  create  serious  works  of  art.” 

The  Gasparro  Fellowship 
It  is  in  honor  of  Frank  Gasparro’ s 
lifelong  commitment  to  teaching, 
and  Fleisher’s  philosophy  of  enab- 
ling non-professional  artists  to 
achieve  their  artistic  goals,  that  Gas- 
parro’s  friends  and  colleagues  - 
Harry  Forman,  Donald  Carlucci  and 
John  Mercanti  partnered  with 
Fleisher  to  create  the  Frank 
Gasparro  Memorial  Fellowship. 

The  Fellowship  offers  a committed 
Fleisher  sculpture  student  the 
opportunity  to  study  with  a master 
teacher  in  pursuit  of  a special 
learning  goal.  It  provides  a modest 
cash  award  toward  materials,  and  in 
keeping  with  Fleisher’s  commitment 
to  supporting  teachers  of  the  arts, 
the  selected  master  teacher  will  re- 
ceive compensation  for  the  time  he 
or  she  spends  with  the  student.  The 
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fellowship  also  encourages  an 
enduring  creative  and  critical 
relationship  between  teaching  artist 
and  student,  and  the  sharing  of  that 
learning  experience  with  other 
students  through  an  open  lecture, 
and  the  exhibition  of  new  work  at 
the  end  of  the  apprenticeship. 

The  Awardee 

This  year’s  Gasparro  Fellowship 
awardee  is  Kim  Touch  Rinaldi,  who 
was  elected  to  work  with  master 
teacher  Christopher  Smith.  Ms 
Touch  Rinaldi,  who  received  her 
early  instruction  from  Gasparro 
himself,  has  set  her  learning  goals 
“to  be  more  passionate  about  her 
sculpture,  and  to  work  from  the 
model  with  more  speed  and 
accuracy,  to  take  her  work  to  the 
next  level  while  learning  from  ‘new 
masters.’  Her  ‘new  master,’  Chris- 
topher Smith,  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  and  has 
exhibited  widely  since  gamering  an 
impressive  series  of  awards  for  his 
work. 

The  Committee 

The  selection  committee  consisted  of 
John  Mercanti,  currently  an 
engraver  at  the  United  States  Mint 
and  designer  of  many  coins 
currently  in  circulation,  Donald 
Carlucci,  co-creator  of  the  Gasparro 
Fellowship  and  member  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Association  of  Numis- 
matists, A1  Gury,  Chair  of  the 
painting  department  at  the  Pennsyl- 


vania Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  Nancy 
Sophy,  representative  of  the 
Fleisher  faculty  to  the  school’s 
Education  Program  Committee,  and 
Thora  Jacobson,  Fleisher’ s Director. 

The  committee’s  decision  reflected 
the  quality  and  substance  of  the 
students’  body  of  work,  the  quality 
and  creativity  of  the  learning 
project  envisioned  by  the  student, 
and  the  credentials  and  stated 
commitment  of  the  master  teacher 
to  work  with  the  student  in  fulfill- 
ment of  his  or  her  goals. 

“Frank  Would  Be  Pleased” 
“This  Fellowship,  which  is  so  firmly 
grounded  in  education  is  a very  new 
and  unique  way  for  us  to  enhance 
Fleisher’s  educational  offerings,” 
remarked  Nancy  W.  Wright, 
Fleisher’s  Associate  Director,  who 
was  closely  involved  with  develop- 
ing the  fellowship.  “1  have  no  doubt 
that  Frank  would  have  been  pleased 
to  know  his  memory  is  being 
honored  at  Fleisher  in  such  a 
creative  way  that  impacts  so 
directly  on  the  artistic  development 
of  our  sculpture  students.”

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PAN  - Twenty-Five  Years  Later 

by  Donald  D.  Carlucci 

(Chairman  of  the  Board  and  past  President  of  PAN) 


It  was  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday, 
June  6,  1978  during  a dinner  meet- 
ing, at  a restaurant  on  top  of  the 
United  States  Steel  Building,  called 
the  Top  of  the  Triangle,  that  the 
notion  of  a Pennsylvania  Association 
of  Numismatists  was  first  conceived. 
The  original  purpose  for  the  dinner 
meeting  was  to  celebrate  the  one- 
hundred-year  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Numismatic  Society. 

A Sobering  Problem 
What  should  have  been  a gala  cele- 
bration with  historical  commentary 
couple  with  fond  numismatic  re- 
membrances was  dimmed  by  the 
fact  that  the  Carnegie  Museum  of 
Pittsburgh  had  just  announced  in  a 
press  release  that  they  would  be 
auctioning  off  and  selling  their  num- 
ismatic and  philatehc  collections. 

For  the  members  of  WPNS  this  was 
particularly  disheartening  since  the 
organization  had  been  a donor  and 
curator  of  the  Carnegie  Collection 
from  the  time  of  its  original  in- 
ception. Now  the  collection,  which 
at  the  time  was  credited  to  be  one  of 
the  largest  museum  collections  in 
the  country,  was  to  be  auctioned  off 
and  dispersed  throughout  the  col- 
lector world. 

With  this  as  a background,  a fellow 
collector  and  member  of  the  West- 


ern Pe:msylvania  Numismatic  So- 
ciety, Sampson  Paguia,  approached 
me  and  several  other  members  of 
the  society  with  a novel,  and  maybe 
even  radical,  idea: 

A Statewide  Association? 

“Why  not  go  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  a local,  Pittsburgh- 
based  collectors  society  and  create  a 
state  organization  capable  of  pro- 
tecting and  maybe  even  housing  the 
Carnegie  Collection  for  the  benefit  of 
future  collectors  and  scholars?” 

The  concept  of  a state  organization, 
the  Pennsylvania  Association  of 
umismatics,  was  born.  We  all 
agreed  to  meet  on  a Sunday  after- 
noon about  a week  later  at  Sampson 
Paguia’s  house  in  the  Squirrel  Hill 
section  of  Pittsburgh. 

A Small  Start 

The  individuals  that  were  present  at 
that  initial  PAN  meeting  included 
Sampson  Paguia,  Raymond  Rennick, 
Robert  Porter,  Nick  Tutelo  and 
myself,  Donald  Carlucci.  Of  that 
original  grouping,  both  Robert 
Porter  and  Nick  Tutelo  have  passed 
away.  Raymond  Rennick  and  Samp- 
son Paguia  are  no  longer  active 
members  of  the  organization. 

In  the  early  days,  PAN  consisted  of 
approximately  thirteen  member 
clubs  from  western  Pennsylvania. 


It  was  really  not  a statewide  organi- 
zation, although  it  had  both  the 
audacity  and  tenacity  to  act  like  one. 
Its  sole  purpose  for  its  very 
existence  was  to  save  and  preserve 
the  Carnegie  Museum  Collection.  It 
failed,  and  the  collection  was  event- 
ually sold. 

First  Presidents 

The  first  president  of  the  organiza- 
tion was  Sampson  Paguia,  followed 
by  E.G.  “Buzz”  Ecoff.  When  I became 
the  third  president,  PAN  was  still  a 
collector  group  made  up  of  collector 
clubs  from  western  Pennsylvania. 
My  goal  was  to  push  PAN  from  the 
Ohio  line  to  the  Delaware  River. 

To  accomplish  this,  I needed  to  in- 
corporate a group,  the  Central  Penn- 
sylvania Numismatic  Association, 
into  the  body  of  PAN.  I remember 
going  east  with  with  Raymond  Ren- 
nick  and  Sampson  Paguia  to  attempt 
to  accomplish  this  goal. 

Promoting  at  CPNA 
The  Central  Pennsylvania  Numis- 
matic Association  was  having  their 
annual  banquet  at  the  Treadway 
Inn  in  Lancaster  during  the  mid 
1980s.  When  my  colleagues  and  I 
arrived  at  the  banquet,  we  were 
both  amazed  and  overwhelmed  by 
the  association  and  individuals  who 
were  running  at  that  time  — the 
most  energetic  and  successful  num- 
ismatic organization  that  Pennsyl- 
vania had  ever  seen. 


When  dinner  was  over,  and  I 
needed  to  stand  to  address  this  fine 
numismatic  gathering,  I began  to 
feel  like  the  proverbial  minnow  at- 
tempting to  swallow  the  whale. 
PAN  was  only  a regional  grouping 
with  big  ideas,  whereas  CPNA  had 
long  been  established,  had  run  suc- 
cessful coin  shows,  had  celebrated 
yearly  banquets,  had  assembled 
great  collectors  with  fantastic  col- 
lections, and  most  of  aU  was  running 
more  like  a bona-fide  state  organ- 
ization than  PAN  had  been  able  to 
do  up  until  this  time. 

A Positive  Reception 
However,  miracles  do  happen,  and 
the  concept  of  creating  a true  state 
organization,  running  between 
Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia,  must 
have  struck  a positive  or  maybe 
even  a happy  note  with  the  fine  col- 
lector fraternity  within  the  CPNA. 
The  leadership  of  the  Central  Penn- 
sylvania Numismatic  Association 
embraced  the  ideas,  the  very  con- 
cept of  PAN.  People  such  as  John 
Eshbach,  Gerald  Kochel,  Richard 
Duncan,  Paul  Haleman,  Mortimer 
Kadushin  and  Anthony  Almond 
were  more  than  willing  to  lend  both 
an  ear  and  a hand.  Robert  Matyle- 
wicz,  Richard  Cross  and  Donald 
Hastie  brought  the  Wilkes  Barre- 
Scranton  area  into  the  fold.  All 
were  numismatic  luminaries  that 
without  their  faith  and  assistance,  a 
true  statewide  organization  could 
never  have  been  created. 
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More  “Stars” 

As  accolades,  praises  and  remem- 
brances about  the  organization  are 
distributed,  we  would  be  remiss  not 
to  mention  the  Sarosis.  Without  the 
hard  work  of  Kathy  Sarosi,  as  presi- 
dent of  PAN  and  John  Sarosi,  acting 
as  bourse  chairman  of  our  semi- 
annual conventions,  the  finances  of 
PAN  would  be  in  dire  straits.  To 
them,  a heartfelt  “thank  you”  should 
be  extended. 

And,  as  a final  note,  to  the  fine 
people  of  PAN,  the  name  of  Chester 
Trzcinski  deserves  a special  note  of 
praise.  Whereas  the  Sarosis  do  a 
fine  job  of  running  a successful  and 
profitable  show,  Chester  does  a 
fantastic  job  of  investing  and 
safeguarding  PAN’s  monies  so  that 
they  can  be  spent  on  the  educational 
endeavors  in  which  PAN  takes  both 
pride  and  pleasure. 

It  is  sad  to  conclude  that  the 
Carnegie  Museum  collection  is  gone. 
Even  the  restaurant  with  its  panor- 
amic view  of  Pittsburgh,  the  Top  of 
the  Triangle,  no  longer  exists.  More- 
over, the  Central  Pennsylvania 
Numismatic  Association  has  faded 
into  the  pages  of  numismatic 
history. 

Achievements 

However,  twenty-five  years  later, 
PAN,  the  Pennsylvania  Association 
of  Numismatics,  continues  to  exist 
and  grows  with  a noteworthy  num- 


ismatic history.  If  you  would  want 
to  summarize  its  past  and  present 
achievements,  they  would  have  to 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the 
following: 

*The  Frank  Gasparro  Numisma- 
tic Award  of  the  Year  - Given  to 
the  PAN  member  who  has  worked 
the  hardest  in  promoting  numisma- 
tics in  the  previous  calendar  year. 

*The  Gilroy  Roberts  Literary 
Award  Given  to  the  individual  who 
has  contributed  to  numismatics 
through  writing,  exhibiting,  con- 
ducting seminars  and  promoting 
education  through  numismatics  in 
any  other  form  or  function  not 
previously  listed  during  the  past 
calendar  year. 

* PAN  paid  for  the  painting  of  Aug- 
ustine Albino,  the  former  Super- 
intendent of  the  United  States  Mint, 
so  that  his  portrait  could  hang  in  the 
hallways  of  the  Mint  in  Philadelphia 
alongside  the  portraits  of  other 
former  Superintendents,  dating  back 
to  the  first  one,  David  Rittenhouse. 
When  the  federal  government 
refused  to  continue  the  funding  re- 
quired to  continue  this  tradition, 
PAN  stepped  in  to  make  sure  that 
this  tradition  would  be  maintained. 

* PAN  furnished  funds  to  Dick 
Johnson  to  assist  him  in  completing 
a book  on  The  History  of  Mint 
Engravers  and  their  Masterpieces. 
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* PAN  has  donated  $5,000  to  the 
Frank  Gasparro-Fleisher  Mem- 
orial Scholarship  Fund  not  only 
to  preserve  both  the  memory  and 
the  artistic  skills  of  this  former  Chief 
Engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint 
- and  friend  and  mentor  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Association  of  Numis- 
matics - but  also  to  foster  the 
artistic  talents  of  present  day 
students  enrolled  at  the  Fleisher 
Memorial  School  of  Art. 

* PAN  sponsors  a Coins  for  Kids 
Program  spearheaded  by  Wayne 
Homren,  that  furnishes  numismatic 
knowledge  coupled  with  awards  of 
coins,  medals,  paper  money,  books 
and  supplies  to  the  next  generation 
of  coin  collectors. 

* Finally,  PAN  does  everything  it 
possibly  can  to  enhance  and  further 
numismatic  scholarship  and  endea- 
vors at  every  level. 

Twenty-five  years  later,  we  can  all 
be  proud  of  the  numismatic  strides 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Association  of 
Numismatics  has  achieved  and  its 
willingness  to  work  toward  the  goals 
that  still  need  to  be  accomplished.

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Happy  2Sth  Anniversary!

In  the  beginning,  a group  of  men 
and  women  had  a vision  and  a 
desire  to  form  a statewide  numis- 
matic organization,  which  they 
named  the  Pennsylvania  Association 
of  Numismatics.  Today,  some  of 
those  charter  members  are  still  very 
much  involved  with  PAN.  All  of  us 
truly  are  enriched  by  their 
continued  dedication  to  make  PAN 
the  organization  it  is  today. 

In  the  beginning,  my  friend.  Bob 
Matylewicz  became  involved  with 
the  founding  group.  He  absorbed 
their  vision  and  made  it  his  own.  In 
so  doing,  he  worked  hard  to 
promote  PAN,  recruiting  Don  Hastie 
from  Avoca  and  me  from  Scranton 
in  the  early  1980’s  to  spread  the 
word  that  would  help  make  PAN  a 
statewide  association. 

Long  Days 

In  the  beginning,  four-hour  drives 
from  northeastern  Pennsylvania  to 
Breezewood  were  followed  by  four- 
to  six-hour  PAN  meetings  over 
lunch  or  dinner,  and  then  the  four- 
hour  drive  back  home.  Travel  time 
was  reduced  a bit  with  future 
meetings  held  in  State  College  and 
then  Lancaster,  but  meetings  were 
never  shorter,  as  much  needed  to  be 
done.  In  Lancaster,  another 
wonderful  group  of  dedicated 
numismatics  were  found  --  a group 


that  shared  the  same  vision  and 
would  continue  to  work  hard  to 
promote  PAN. 

Award  to  Scranton  Club 
During  the  1985  PAN  banquet.  Bob 
Matylewicz  received  the  Jack  Kelly 
Award  on  behalf  of  the  Scranton 
Coin  Club,  my  home  club,  for  being 
recognized  during  National  Coin 
Week  as  the  club  that  did  the  most 
to  promote  numismatics.  The  year 
1986  brought  about  a move  of  the 
annual  convention  from  Pittsburgh 
to  Lancaster,  and  was  one  of  many 
moves  to  help  PAN  become  known 
as  a statewide  organization.  One  of 
the  convention  highlights  was  an 
auction,  and  I lent  assistance  in 
recruiting  an  auction  firm. 

A Key  Banquet  Auction 
As  PAN  continued  to  struggle 
monetarily,  our  1986  banquet 
auction  will  be  forever  remembered 
as  the  one  that  ensured  PAN’s 
future.  Two  auction  items  of  note 
were  a round  plaster  of  Frank 
Gasparro  by  John  Mercanti  and  a 
large  bicentennial  eagle  plaster  by 
Frank  Gasparro.  The  heated  bidding 
between  Mort  Kadushin  and  Don 
Carlucci  was  eventually  won  by 
Mort.  Thanks  to  Mort  and  Don  for 
continuing  the  PAN  vision.  Do  you 
remember  J.B.  with  champagne  in  a 
woman’s  shoe? 


Numismatic  Trivia  Contests 
Lancaster  hosted  our  1987 
convention  with  Bob  Matylewicz 
assuming  the  duty  of  show 
chairman.  I became  bourse 
chairman,  a position  I held  through 
1993.  The  convention  offered  many 
interesting  activities,  including 
BATTLE  OF  THE  REGIONS  featuring 
numismatic  trivia.  AU  regions  were 
winners  including  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  team  that  claimed  the 
championship. 

Tenth  Anniversary 
In  1988,  the  PAN  convention  moved 
to  Scranton  where  we  celebrated 
our  Tenth  Anniversary  with  the 
striking  of  a silver  round.  Our 
convention  moved  to  Philadelphia  in 
1989.  I was  selected  to  join  the 
board  of  directors  that  year,  and 
went  on  to  become  regional  vice- 
president  from  Northeastern 
Pennsylvania  in  1991.  Because 
attendance  was  low,  we  opted  for 
Pittsburgh  to  hold  the  1992  and 
1993  events  - a move  that  produced 
a record  bourse  of  eighty  dealers. 
Foremost  in  my  memories  are  the 
wonderful  evenings  with  friends 
who  opened  their  homes  to  those  of 
us  from  out  of  town.  Thank  you  all 
for  your  friendship  and  generosity. 

A Great  Site 

Since  1994,  our  conventions  have 
been  in  Monroeville  at  the 
ExpoMart,  a great  site  to  meet  our 
needs.  John  Paul  Sarosi  and  Kathy 


Sarosi  assumed  the  bourse  chair- 
manship and  the  convention 
continues  to  grow,  with  some  130 
dealer  tables  now  the  norm.  I was 
fortunate  to  become  president  of 
PAN  in  1995,  and  served  for  four 
years,  and  I continue  to  serve  on  the 
board  of  governors  and  the  show 
committee  to  this  day. 

Spring  Shows  Added 
May  of  1996  was  the  first  annual 
spring  convention,  and  we  have  held 
both  May  and  October  shows  since 
that  time.  PAN  truly  has  evolved  as 
a statewide  association  with 
conventions  that  offer  educational 
forums,  enriching  exhibits.  Coins  for 
‘A’s  and  Coins  for  Kids  programs, 
and  the  annual  banquet  in  October. 

A Premier  Organization 
With  the  help,  dedication  and 
expertise  of  many  people  all  these 
years,  a vision  in  the  beginning,  the 
struggle  to  continue,  to  all  that  has 
been  accomplished,  and  where  we 
are  today,  PAN  has  become  one  of 
the  premier  numismatic  associations 
in  the  United  States.  I am  proud  of 
our  organization  and  proud  to  have 
played  a small  part.  I am  sure  PAN 
will  continue  to  be  strong  and  have 
much  to  offer  to  future  generations 
of  numismatists.

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Mv  Favorite  Christmas  Present 

by  Wayne  Homren 


Sometimes,  you  just  feel  it  in  your 
bones  that  something  good  is  going 
to  happen.  Christmas  eve,  1992  was 
one  of  those  days.  I had  met  Don 
Carlucci  at  his  office  and  we  were  on 
a mission  on  behalf  of  PAN.  A 
couple  months  earlier,  PAN’s  annual 
convention  was  held  at  the  Law- 
rence Convention  Center  in  down- 
town Pittsburgh,  site  of  the  1989 
Pittsburgh  ANA  Convention.  After 
several  years  of  moving  the  annual 
PAN  show  around  the  state,  we 
were  hoping  to  find  a permanent 
home. 


The  Cost  Factor 

We  felt  that  Pittsburgh  was  the 
right  town.  PAN  had  many  longtime 
supporters  here,  and  with  the 
number  of  clubs  in  the  area  we  had 
a good  base  of  collectors  to  draw 
volunteers  from.  Although  the  con- 
vention center  show  was  one  of  the 
best  in  some  time,  that  venue  left 
many  things  to  be  desired.  Mostly, 
it  was  just  too  expensive  — PAN 
took  a loss  on  the  show  despite  a 
good  turnout  of  dealers  and 
collectors.  Throw  in  the  expenses  of 
parking  and  food,  plus  the  hassle  of 
dealing  with  union  labor,  and  the 
convention  center  was  just  not 
working  for  us.  We  had  to  find 
another  place  in  the  Pittsburgh  area, 
but  our  want  hst  was  extensive. 


Many  Needs 

The  place  we  chose  would  have  to 
have  good  access  to  major  highways, 
free  parking,  and  nearby  hotels  and 
restaurants  for  out-of-town  dealers 
and  collectors.  It  had  to  big  enough 
to  hold  a major  regional  show  with 
hundreds  of  dealers  — we  were 
small,  but  we  always  thought  big.  It 
had  to  be  available  on  weekends, 
since  we  were  learning  that  most 
hotel  ballrooms  were  usually  rented 
out  for  weddings.  And,  of  course,  it 
had  to  be  cheap,  for  PAN  was  nearly 
broke.  Please,  Santa,  we’ve  been  a 
good  little  coin  club!  Can  we  have  it, 
please? 


A Promising  Locale 
We  wracked  our  brains  thinking  of 
alternate  venues,  and  called  around 
for  information.  We  kept  coming 
back  to  the  same  conclusion  — the 
Monroeville  ExpoMart  had  every- 
thing we  wanted  in  spades:  access 
to  the  Parkway  East  and  the  PA 
Turnpike,  the  Radisson  Hotel,  Mon- 
roeville Mall  and  hundreds  of  other 
businesses,  restaurants  and  hotels. 
It  had  more  room  than  we  thought 
we  would  ever  be  able  to  use.  It 
was  a prominent  location  that  was 
known  by  most  everyone  in  the  tri- 
state area.  But,  what  would  it  cost? 
Could  we  start  small?  Would  it  even 
be  available  to  a little  group  like 
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PAN?  Please,  Santa,  PLEASE  ! 

Lucky  Timing 

We  didn’t  know  it  at  the  time,  but 
events  were  already  unfolding  that 
would  help  tip  the  scales  in  PAN’s 
favor.  One  of  the  largest  regular 
events  at  the  ExpoMart  was  a gun 
show.  But  the  pohtical  winds  were 
turning  against  weapons  of  all  kinds. 
Drive-by  shootings  and  prominent 
national  crimes  involving  guns  were 
constantly  in  the  headlines.  News- 
paper and  TV  reporters  did  exposes 
on  how  guns  sold  at  shows  found 
their  way  illegally  into  the  hands  of 
criminals.  ExpoMart  management 
decided  that  the  gun  show  was  no 
longer  welcome.  Just  as  the  Expo- 
Mart  was  looking  for  some  new 
events  to  fill  the  void,  PAN  came 
knocking  on  their  door.  And  lucky 
for  PAN,  coins  don’t  kill  people  (as 
long  as  collectors  don’t  spend  all  of 
their  rent  and  grocery  money  on 
them). 

Christmas  Eve 

Don  Carlucci  arranged  for  us  to  visit 
the  ExpoMart  to  view  the  facility 
and  discuss  a possible  contract  for 
PAN.  As  it  happened,  late  afternoon 
on  Christmas  eve  was  open  for 
everyone.  Rather  than  wait  until 
January,  we  decided  to  do  it.  I left 
work  early  and  met  Don  at  his  office 
in  Cheswick.  Soon,  we  were  riding 
in  his  van  toward  the  Monroeville 
ExpoMart.  We  were  meeting  with 
Richard  D’Achille,  the  ExpoMart’s 


marketing  director.  All  the  way 
there,  we  fretted  about  whether 
PAN  could  ever  afford  the  ExpoMart. 
We  talked  and  talked  about  the 
costs  and  problems  at  the  Lawrence 
Convention  Center.  We  talked  about 
how  to  approach  the  ExpoMart.  We 
wondered  if  our  nonprofit  status 
would  help  get  us  a discount.  In  the 
end,  we  agreed  to  let  Chairman  of 
the  Board  Don  do  the  negotiating. 
We  know  we  couldn’t  afford  what 
the  Lawrence  Center  charged  us,  so 
we  would  negotiate  down  from 
there.  Or  try  to,  anyway. 

With  Crossed  Fingers.  . . 

Mr.  D’Achille  was  a gracious  host, 
and  showed  us  all  around  the 
facility,  including  the  loading  docks. 
We  had  some  concerns  about  secur- 
ity, but  talked  it  through  and 
decided  it  could  work.  It  would  be  a 
big  step  for  PAN,  but  we  were  dying 
to  make  the  leap.  It  just  felt  right. 
This  would  be  the  next  home  of  PAN 
if  we  could  afford  it.  But  could  we? 

I bit  my  tongue  and  crossed  my  fin- 
gers while  Don  discussed  pricing 
with  D’Achille.  And,  to  my  amaze- 
ment (and  Don’s  too.  I’m  sure),  we 
heard  some  numbers  that  actually 
seemed  doable.  Could  it  be  true?  It 
was.  The  ExpoMart  was  as  eager  to 
have  us  as  we  were  to  be  there.  The 
rest  of  the  meeting  is  a blur  in  my 
memory.  My  mind’s  eye  was  filled 
with  visions  of  future  ExpoMart  PAN 
conventions  — 75  dealers  — no,  100 
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--  no,  150!  And  hundreds  of  col- 
lectors — no,  maybe  thousands! 
Visions  of  sugar  plums  were  dancing 
in  my  head.  All  the  way  home,  we 
talked  about  our  meeting  and  the 
possibilities  for  the  future.  And 
worried  that  something  would  go 
wrong.  But  sometimes,  you  just 
know  things  are  going  to  work  out. 
I guess  we  were  a good  club  after 
all.  Our  first  ExpoMart  show  was 
held  in  October,  1993,  and  it  has 
been  the  permanent  home  for  PAN 
shows  ever  since.  Ten  years  later, 
it’s  the  gift  that  keeps  on  giving. 
Thanks  again,  Santa.

fl  THLE  OF  THE  MflCflBRE  \

Halloween  conjures  up  uisions  of 
goblins  and  ghosts  scurrying  through 
the  twilight  hours  ...  of  witches 
riding  across  the  night  sky  on  broom- 
sticks . . . and,  for  the  more  mature  of 
heart  . . . fireside  stories  of  hauntings 
most  sinister.  Rnd  collectors  haue 
some  macabre  tales  of  their  own! 

During  the  Rmerican  Ciuii  UJar,  a block- 
ade of  Southern  ports  kept  cotton 
from  bringing  in  hard  currency  for  the 
Confederate  cause.  The  blockade  also 
kept  cotton,  an  important  ingredient 
in  the  making  of  paper  money,  from 
reaching  the  mills  of  the  North.  Rt 
first,  northern  papermakers  tried  buy- 
ing rags  to  meet  the  demands  of  an 
euer-increasing  need  for  paper  money. 
But  soon,  demand  far  outstripped 
supply.  The  price  of  rags  kept  going 
up,  and  a substitute  had  to  be  found. 

In  January  of  1 863,Rugustus  Stanwood 
opened  a new  paper  mill  in  Maine.  The 
shortage  of  rags  caused  a problem 
until  Stanwood  recalled  a newspaper 
article  he’d  read  nearly  a decade 
earlier.  The  article  was  written  by  a 
medical  doctor,  who  suggested  that 
the  wrappings  of  Egyptian  mummies  be 
used  to  make  paper!  He  noted  that  it 
was  by  no  means  unusual  to  find  more 
than  30  pounds  of  linen  wrappings

used  for  each  indiuidual  mummy. 

Stanwood  inuestigated.  He  found  the 
net  cost  of  purchasing,  collecting  and 
transporting  Egyptian  mummies  would 
be  less  than  3 cents  per  pound  for  the 
cotton  - half  the  price  of  cotton  rags. 

Soon,  the  seaports  of  Maine  became 
the  import  capital  for  Egyptian  mum- 
mies. More  than  30,000  mummies  made 
their  way  to  the  papermaking  uats  of 
Stanwood’s  Maine  mill.  The  printers 
had  their  paper,but  the  Egyptian  mum- 
mies had  the  last  word.  Because  Stan- 
field failed  to  disinfect  the  wrappings, 
a seuere  cholera  epidemic  broke  out 
among  the  rag-pickers  and  cutters  em- 
ployed in  the  Maine  paper  mill.  More 
ammunition,  perhaps,  for  the  legend  of 
“The  Mummy’s  Curse.”

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A Token  Mystery

A few  months  ago,  among  a lot  of 
common  foreign  coins,  I pulled  out  a 
large-cent-sized  token  which  on  one 
side  showed  a five  story  building 
with  the  legend,  “ASSOCIATION 
BUILDING”  surrounding  it.  On  the 
reverse,  above,  it  read,  “59th 
Annual  Session,”  below,  “CHICAGO 
1908,”  and  between  the  large  capital 
letters,  were  letters,  “A.M.A.” 

American  Medical  Assn.? 
Immediately,  I deduced  that  the 
“A.M.A.”  stood  for  the  American 
Medical  Association.  However,  the 
date  had  to  be  confirmed.  My  first 
phone  call  was  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Lancaster  County  Medical  Soci- 
ety, and  then  to  Dr.  Paul  Ripple,  a 
retired  eye  specialist  and  a fellow 
Franklin&  Marshall  College  alumnus. 

Lancaster  Came  First 
My  memory  was  refreshed  with  the 
fact  that  the  Lancaster  County  Medi- 
cal Society  was  the  first  such  organi- 
zation in  the  country  (1845)  and  in 
the  following  year,  the  Pennsylvania 
Medical  Society  came  into  being, 
with  Dr.  Atlee  from  Lancaster  as  its 
first  President. 

The  National  Date? 

Then,  in  the  following  year,  I was 
given  to  understand  that  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Society  was  founded. 
After  a call  and  conversation  with

an  official  of  the  A.M.A.  in  Chicago,  I 
was  given  the  date  of  1847. 

Problem  Solved  ! 

But  wait!  Adding  59  years  to  1847 
would  give  us  the  date  of  1906  as 
their  59th  anniversary.  But,  as  I 
suspected,  the  gentleman  delved 
further  and  found  that  the 
association  did  not  hold  annual 
meetings  during  the  Civil  War  — the 
fiscal  years  being  1861-62  and 
1962-63. 

Now,  I had  my  confirmed  story,  that 
this  was  indeed  a token  issued  by 
the  American  Medical  Association. 
As  to  who  manufactured  the  token, 
my  investigation  had  reached  a 
brick  wall.

Post  Cards  Collection  Appraisal 
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Medal  Celebrates  Lewis  & Clark  Expedition 


The  2003  Red  Rose  Coin  Club  medal 
features  “Preparation  for  Discovery,” 
when  in  the  Spring  of  1803,  Presi- 
dent Thomas  Jefferson  sent  Meri- 
wether Lewis  to  Lancaster,  PA  to 
learn  navigation  and  mapmaking 
from  Andrew  Ellicott  before  the 
historic  Lewis  and  Clark  trip  across 
the  newly-acquired  Louisiana  Terri- 
tory. (In  1792,  Elhcott  had  surveyed 
and  planned  the  new  capital  city  of 
Washington,  D.C.) 

The  medal  shows  the  busts  of  Lewis 
and  Elhcott  — with  their  signatures 
- along  with  the  route  of  the  Lewis 
and  Clark  trip.  The  medal’s  reverse 
shows  the  club’s  rose  design. 

The  purpose  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
expedition  would  be  to  learn  and 
document  everything  possible  about 
the  geography,  the  flora  and  fauna, 
and  the  Indian  tribes  --  hoping  also 
to  discover  a water  route  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  While  this  last  hope 
was  not  realized,  the  Corps  of  Dis- 
covery gained  priceless  knowledge. 

Lewis  spent  three  weeks  with  Elli- 
cott in  Lancaster  (then  the  capital  of 
Pennsylvania).  While  there,  he  also 
bought  a number  of  Pennsylvania 
rifles,  famed  for  their  reliability  and 
marksmanship.  From  Lancaster,  he 
took  the  new  Lancaster  Turnpike  to 
Philadelphia,  to  learn  medicine  from 
Dr.  Benjamin  Rush. 


The  official  start  of  the  expedition 
was  in  May,  1804,  from  St.  Louis, 
with  Wilham  Clark,  a co-leader  se- 
lected by  Lewis,  about  30  hand- 
picked soldiers  and  woodsmen,  and 
French  trader-interpreter  Charbon- 
neau,  whose  Indian  wife,  Sacagawea, 
proved  very  valuable  when  meeting 
Indians.  Also  included  were  Clark’s 
black  slave,  York,  and  a Newfound- 
land dog  belonging  to  Lewis.  The 
28-month  trip,  over  8,000  miles, 
was  a great  success. 

The  one-ounce  medals,  39  mm  in 
diameter  (1-1/2”),  produced  in  pure 
silver  (.999  Fine)  and  bronze,  are 
available  from  the  club  (P.O.  Box 
621,  Lancaster,  PA  17608).  Bronze 
medals  costs  $10.  A set  of  one 
silver  and  one  bronze  medal  costs 
$35.  (Silver  medals  are  sold  only  in 
sets.)  Prices  include  tax  and  post- 
age. Each  medal,  in  a hard  plastic 
case,  comes  with  an  information 

card  including  historical  details.
